AN ADDRESS TO THE VOTERS 
OF KENTUCKY. 



Issued By State Committee On 
Constitutional Amendment. 

Geotlemen: At a Commercial Con 

veolioD of the State of Kentucky, held 
in the city of Louisville on the 2nd, 3rd 
and 4tb day* of June, 1903, a committee 
wa* appointed for the purpose of bring- 
ing the amendment to the coneltlutlun 
of the State which I* to be voted upon 
at the November election this year, to 
the attentioo of voter* of all parties in 
the Sute and obtain for it the neces- 
sary number of votes to secure lu adop- 
tion. 

Tbe amendment I* purely a non-j>ar- 
tisan measure, vliallT affecting tbe Ic- 
teresi* of all citizens of lb* State, no 
matter what tbelr party affiliation* or 
occupation* may be, or where their 
place* uf reeldenee are situated. 

Tbe benefiolal effect* which will fol- 
low the adoption of tbe amendment are 
to vast that they can hardly be estimat- 
ed. Tbe evil that will reenlt, If by any 
chance tbe amendment should fall of 
adoption, will be ditastrou* in the et- 
treme to the l>e*t interesU of the Slate. 

The adoption of lb* amendment will 
not change in tbe least tbe present tye* 
tern of laxatton In Kentucky for State 
and county purpoeee, aa it aopliet only 
to taxes levied by cities and town* for 
their own local purpose* 

Tbe manufacturer*, merchant* and 
financial Institution* In the eitie* and 
town* of our State are now iremen- 
douely handicapped la competing with 
those In other State* by the provlelon 
of our Stale conttltutloo which ra- 
qnlres tbe eame ad valorem taze* to be 
levied on all personal properly by 
cities and town*, for tbelr local pur- 
pose*, as I* levied bv them on real ee- 
Uie within tbe'.r boundaries. 

This provision does not eztsi in oth- 
er sute* In which the competitor* of 
our manufacturer*, merchant* and fi- 
nancial inatltution* are located, eo that 
our people In these lines of busine** 
are at a great disadvantage In compe- 
ting with tbuee of other state*, and tbe 
result I* that our existing Industrie* do 
not grow a* they should, new Indus- 
trie* are not established In nur state In 
aa large number and imporuoce a* la 
other eute* which do not poMcie any 
thing like our natural advanugee, but 
in which Uxatlon I* not nearly so bur. 
densome and onerous aa In Kentncky. 

Tbe provision of our constitution 
which the amendment, after lu adop- 
tion, will cure, also ope raw* to drive 
uaplial from our midst, and compel* 
tnat which remain* with us to charge 
us higher Intereet rate* when we bor- 
row money than we would bave to pay 
It money used in banking and financial 
operations was not Uxei soezorblunt- 
ly for municipal purpoees. 

Farmer* and country merchants of 
Kentucky, don’t make tbe mistake of 
thinking the adoption of this amend- 
ment of tbe constitution will not bene- 
ficlally affect you. 

If yon want existing factories in our 
town* and cities to grow, so a* to give 
employment to more men; If you want 
new Industrlee to be establisbed, em 
ploying still more men; if you want 
more contumer* for your farm product* 
aod more buyers at your counters; II 
you want lower Interest rates when you 
borrow money; If you want to lesaen 
your state aod county laxet; In a word 
If you want as much proaperlty 
throughout tbe length aod breadth of 
our grand old commonwealth a* pre- 
yall* in other states, then vote for the 
ameodmaot, aod gel your neighbor* to 
vote for it. 

Kvery existing factory enlarged, and 
every new factory brought loto Ken- 
lucky through this amendment to our 
canttllulloo, mean* lower state and 
county taxes, for all tbe property thus 
brought In will go to swell tbe atsesa- 
meats for state and county purposes, 
which will toible tbe rate to be re- 
duced. 

Let tbe amendment be adopted by 
an overwhelming vole In its favor.
